The like Apologie I might make for a'l the reſt of 
thoſe famous Worthies,which together with vs, long 
before our dayes,or the dayes of Martin Larber, hane 
profeſſed the ſame Religion which wee now profeſle, 
But becauſe theſe, before-mentioned, are the parties 
againſt whom our Aduerſaries (the Papiſts) cſpeci- 
ally doe except and whatſocuer elle they doe, or 
ean alleadge againſt any other particulars, are the 
ſame things which haue beene anſwered vnto the tor. 
mer exceptions ;z I will ſurceaſe from further Apolo« 
gies, 
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gies, eſpecially ſeeing that I labour to be briefe, This 
(which this way hath bcene ſpoken) may ſuffice, to 
cleare theſe Auncients of our Religion (whom wee 
haue alreadic prooued to haue beene of the ſame 
Faith and Religion which wee now hold , and the 
Papiſts themſelues call the fore-runners of our Faith) 
from thoſe ſlanderous Calumniations which they al- 
perſe vpon them, and to prooue them ſuch famous 
and worthie Inſtruments of Gods glorie, that wee 
need not be aſhamed to follow them in that holy 
way which they haue gone before vs, 

Hauing now cleared the way, and traced the foot- 
ſteps of our Proteſtant predeceſſors backward, from 
the dayes of Aariin Zuther, vnto the very time when 
Poperie' (that great Myſterie of Iniquitie) —_ 
diſplay it felfe in her colours, from the time of King 
Henry the cight, vato the dayes of Phores the Eqp- 
perour , for the ſpace well-nigh of a thouſand 
yeeres ; I now returne againe to proſecute this Ca- 
talogue, and to ſhew a farre higher aſcent of the 
ſame , from the time when Poperic was ſer on foor, 
vnto the dayes of the Apoſtles , and the time in 
which our bleſſed Sauiour did manifeſt himſelfe in 
the fleſh. 

Which labour, albeit it might well be ſpared, for - 
as much as the Controucrfie being berweene vs and 
the Papiſts, Which of the two Churches is the moſt 
auncicnteſt ; wee hauing alreadic ſhewed the con- 
tinuance of our Church, euen from the time when 
firſt their Church (if wee may call that a Church, 
which they haue turned into a Court) began, wee

ple manifeſting of the Point now in Controuerfie, 
and wholly to ſtop the mouth of the Aduerfaric, that 
it may appeare that our Religion is yet of farre grea- 
ter Antiquitie; a farther demonſtration ſhall be made, 
whercin 1t ſhall appeare,that our Religion(that which 
is now profeſſed by the Proteſtant Churches) is thac 
ſame Religion which was taught by Chriſt and his A- 
poſtles, profeſſed and maintained by all the Ortho« 
doxe ancient Fathers, Martyrs, and Confeſſors, that 
liued in and fince the Primitiue Church, to the time 
that Poperie was farſt hatched out of his Cockatrice 
Egge. 

Which to make plaine, wee muſt by the way take 
notice, That in the firſt fix hundred yeeres there was 
no ſubſtanriall or fundamentall Innouation receiued 
in the Church ; the preſent Romane Faith (touching 
the Points controuerted berweene them and vs ) be- 
ing as yet eyther vnhatched , or not receiued by 
knowne Heretikes : Onely the Myſtcrie of Iniquitie 
that began to worke in the Apoftles time, encreaſed 
by the Hereſic, Ignorance, and Superſticion of ſome 
that dayly corrupted the Truth, Stories remember 
vs of a ſaying of Hegeſippus , That the Church conts- 
wued 4 Virgin vndefiled, as long as the Apoſtles lined : 
but when that generation was paſt , the conſpiracie of 
wicked Hereſie , through the ſeducing of thoſe whe 
taught other Dodtrine , tooke begimning, Hereot the 
Apoſtles gaue warning , and the auncient Fathers 
complayned, and that with teares. It is our Taske 
now to prooue, that all thoſe faichfull —_ 
s ; W 
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who liued cither in the primitiue pureſt times , or af- 
terwards kept themſelues orthodoxe,ynſported from 
then-broached herefics , -till the herefic of hereſies, 
Poperic was ſet on foote, were of the ſame faith and 
religion with vs, and were of our ſide : for the triall 
whereof, as we haue already looked into-che dayes of 
olde, and conſidered the yeares of many generati- 
ons whichare paſtand gone; ſo now ler vs aske our 
Fathers, and they will ſhew vs, let vs aske our Elders, 
and they will tell vs. 

And here as the Papiſts challenge vs to ſhew where 
our Church was before Lathers time , wee will ſhew 
our Church before the time of Pope Boniface the 3. 
who was the firſt that rooke vpon him the name of 
the vniuerſall Biſhop , and at whom (and not before) 
the Popiſh Church (as now it is) doth take her be- 
ginning. This Boniface about the yeare of our Lord 
507, with much adoe obtained of Phocs the Empe- 
rour, that he might be made the vniuerſall Biſhop of 
the world : The which authority (ſay the Romane
